"Industrial Britain." Nov, In "Louisiana Story," ha portrays his concept of the 
particular brand of American craftsmanship. "We lead the world in oil not because 
ve have more of it than others, but because our way of life fosters the ingenuity that 
can draw it up from where it lies, miles beneath us*" 

In producing a movie Flaherty constantly strives to capture the humanity common to 
all peoples the hazmony and patterns imderlying change* Usually when he films 
primitive peoples, therefore, he seeks to record and preserve the ancient culture 
patterns before they are decoz^sed by alien influences* In "Louisiana Story," 
however, the approach of industry was a much more gentle Is^ct - an impact not 
greatly disturbing to the hanaojiy between land and people^ 

The huge oil derrick, ceding and going the bayous of the Louisiana Ga^un coun try, 
leaves a wider horison, but does not completely undermine the life of the natives* 

The beneficent monster is revealed to us through the fresh morning eyes of a Cajun 
boy* In this way vq see the derrick and its effects with the pure curiosity of youth, 
untarnished by adult familiarity with modern machinery. 
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
